DATE AND TIME: March 8, 2009, Monday, 1158 hours.

Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Scott Hill and Lieutenant Scott Brickert, responded to Crescenta 
Valley Station regarding a suspect who suffered a fractured elbow. The fracture was the result of 
an altercation with two deputies, refer to Exhibit “A” SH-R-49. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On March 8, 2009, Deputy Foss decided to conduct a patrol check of an abandoned house which 
was a known police hazard. Deputy Foss had prior knowledge the property was the subject of an 
“Abatement of Public Nuisances Order” dated October 14, 2008. Refer to Attachment “C.” The 
order states in part; 


This action will adopt the findings and orders of the Building Rehabilitation Appeals Board 
which provide for the arrest and abatement of neighborhood deterioration and the 
elimination of unsightly, unsafe, and unhealthful conditions, which constitute a public 
nuisance, 


Because the property was on the outskirts of Crescenta Valley Station’s patrol area, Deputy Foss 
asked Deputy Spina to assist him, refer to the satellite photograph of the area in the Miscellaneous 
Documents section of this investigation. 


JAB Note: Due to the vast patrol area which encompasses Crescenta Valley Station, a 
request for backup/assistance can take up to an hour. 
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Prior to responding, Deputy Spina stated he, Deputy Foss and Deputy Rodriguez (Deputy Foss’ 
BB discussed tactics, i.c., how they would approach the house, et cetera. 


Upon their arrival, the deputies saw several persons loitering about the property i a= 
an заве Deputies Spina and Rodriguez detained them on the north end 
of the property. Deputy Foss walked toward the property’s garage. Through a damaged garage 
door (Refer to Exhibit “Р” Photographs), Deputy Foss was able to see a person inside the garage. 
Deputy Foss ordered the individual, later identified as Suspect John Anthony Weber, to raise his 
hands. As Deputy Foss drew closer to Suspect Weber, he (Foss) noted a bulge in Suspect Weber’s 
waistband (Refer to Exhibit “D” Figure 14). Fearing Suspect Weber was armed, Deputy Foss 
yelled for Deputy Spina to join him. Deputy Rodriguez remained behind and detained the other 
individuals. 


The Deputies gained control of Suspect Weber’s arms and pulled him out of the garage through 
the damaged garage door (Refer to Exhibit “D” Figure 8). Suspect Weber landed face down on 
a couch just adjacent to the garage door. During handcuffing, a struggle ensued and Suspect 
Weber’s right elbow was fractured. 


The object inside Suspect Weber’s waistband turned out to be a rubber dildo. 


Suspect Weber was later found to have a “Parole at Large” warrant. He was arrested for ex-felon 
in possession of live ammunition, 12316(b)(1) PC. He was found guilty and sentenced to sixteen 
months in state prison (Refer to Exhibit “С” criminal history). 


INTERVIEWS: 
Suspect 
John A. Weber, Bkg. #1829629 


On March 8, 2009, at approximately 1500 hours, Suspect Weber was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Scott Hill. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For further details regarding Suspect 
Weber’s interview, refer to the verbatim transcription of his interview included with this 
investigation. 


ТАВ Note: Suspect Weber was interviewed in the Crescenta Valley Station Jail. During 
the interview, it was obvious he was under the influence of Methamphetamine, in fact he 
admitted to using the drug on the previous day. His speech was so rapid, it was difficult 
to understand him. Several times during the interview it was necessary to ask him to calm 
down. He was easily agitated. Suspect Weber signed a “Release of Medical Records 
Form” however as of this writing the records have not been released. Upon release they 
will be incorporated into this investigation as an addendum. 
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Suspect Weber stated he met some friends and they drove him to the location to help clean it up 
over the weekend. They told him the owners were out of town. He stated he was collecting items 
to sell at the recycling center. While collecting scrap metal in the garage he became aware of both 
deputies. He stated they approached him together. They ordered him to raise his hands, he stated 
he complied with their orders. 


He stated they pulled him through an opening in the garage door. Suspect Weber stated Deputy 
Spina was “real forceful and cussing.” As he was being pulled through the opening, Suspect 
Weber stated Deputy Spina twisted his right arm. He (Weber) heard a “pop” and said, “You broke 
my arm man.” Deputy Spina responded, “Shut up motherfucker [or] ГЇЇ kick your ass if you don't 
sit here and shut up.” Suspect Weber stated he believes his injury was the result of being pulled 
through the garage door, he stated the deputies did not use any impact weapons during the 
encounter. 


After Suspect Spina was pulled from the garage, he told the deputies, “Sir, we’re allowed to be 
here on this property, I’m helping these people.” 


Asked about the dildo, Suspect Weber stated he had it concealed in his pants. He felt that because 
of his bulky jacket and sweatshirt the Deputies shouldn’t have been able to see it. 


IAB Note: When interviewed by Sergeant Gibson in the field, Suspect Weber was only 
wearing a maroon sweatshirt, refer to Exhibit “E” video interview of Suspect Weber. 


Suspect Weber was interviewed by Sergeant Scott Gibson and Lieutenant Angela Shepard while 
being treated at Verdugo Hills Hospital. 


Hospital Interview 


Suspect Weber was interviewed on March 8, 2009, at 1406 hours. The interview took place at 
Verdugo Hills Hospital. 


Suspect Weber stated substantially the same as in his [AB interview. The interview in the hospital 
was extremely difficult to understand, refer to the video (Exhibit “E”) for further information. 


Involved Employees 

Deputy Roman O. Foss, L ш 

On March 8, 2009, at 1530 hours, Deputy Foss was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Scott Hill and 
IAB Lieutenant Scott Brickert. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For further details 


regarding Deputy Foss’ interview, refer to the verbatim transcription of his interview included with 
this investigation. 
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Deputy Foss is a twelve-year veteran of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department. He was 
trained at and has been assigned to Crescenta Valley Station for three years. He 
is currently a 


On March 8, Deputy Foss and his, Deputy Rodriguez were working unit 123. Deputy Foss, 
as described in this investigation’s synopsis, decided to conduct a patrol check at HN. Purple 
Ridge Road. Deputy Foss stated, “We get numerous complaints regarding transients meandering 
about, suspicious vehicles, so we do patrol checks in the area.” 


The deputies parked their vehicles along the north property line, exited and walked south toward 
the driveway. They immediately noticed and detained three persons, witnesses [J and 

Е. Deputies Spina and Rodriguez remained with these persons while 
Deputy Foss walked toward the garage. 


IAB Note: Deputy Foss assumed Deputies Spina and Rodriguez were patting down the 
witnesses as he walked toward the garage. Deputy Spina stated during his ТАВ interview 
that he was unsure if the three were patted down before he left them with Deputy 


Rodriguez. 

Deputy Foss said; 
I noticed that the [garage door] slats were damaged. As I was standing in the driveway, 
I heard a voice. [It] ... almost sounded like he (Weber) wasn't aware that I was there. 
So as I approached the west side of the garage, I saw a male white standing inside. I saw 
his upper body. 


I positioned myself just offset from suspect Weber. [I] told him to let me see his hands. 
I was concerned that there were more people inside the garage. There was a lot of metal 
tools [and] obstructions. It's rather dark inside the garage. There was another room that 
goes off to the north side of the garage that I couldn't see. [There were] some blind spots 
which concerned me. Based on his behavior [it] immediately appeared that he was 
panicked to see me. [I] just gave him numerous orders, “Let me see your hands.” [It] 
appeared he was ... considering running out the back door. He made motions with both 
hands to his waistband. I didn't know if he was trying to conceal contraband and/or 
destroy evidence. 


He actually almost seemed a little unstable, just watching his movements. Maybe 
somewhat consistent with being under the influence. 


Deputy Foss Stated there are a lot of parolees in the area, and methamphetamine use is common. 


IAB Note: During Suspect Webers IAB interview he admitted using 
methamphetamine the prior day. 
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Deputy Spina heard my orders [to Weber] and immediately came over to me. We... 
shouted orders for him to show us his hands. Even [with] Deputy Spina there he was still 
attempting to conceal, blade off, possibly recover a gun or a weapon from his waistband. 


I think in a moment when he exposed the front of his body I was able to gain control of 
his left hand, left wrist. 


Deputies Foss and Spina were standing outside the garage. They reached through a broken part 
of the garage door, inside the garage, to take control of Suspect Weber’s hands, refer to Exhibit 
“D” photographs of scene. 


Deputy Spina, even as... Mr. Weber was pulling away in a sense, Deputy Spina got a 
hold of his right arm or right wrist. I don’t know the exact way he (Spina) grabbed him. 


Both Deputies pulled Suspect Weber through the garage door’s damaged slat. Suspect Weber 
landed on a couch, directly below the opening. He landed face down, arms folded under his chest. 
Deputy Foss said, “I had difficulty, even though I had control [of] his left wrist. I had difficulty 
handcuffing his left wrist, just due to the fact that he was still struggling. [He was] concealing his 
right hand. Suspect Weber's arms were forced out and he was subsequently handcuffed. Deputy 
Foss surmised the injury to Suspect Weber’s elbow occurred during handcuffing. 


Asked if other options were available regarding the detention / arrest of Suspect Weber. Deputy 
Foss said; 


I believe if we would have retreated in any sense, he could have easily recovered a weapon 
from his waistband, which he was obviously reaching for several times. He had potential 
weapons. The previous owner of the house I know has been involved in firearms issues 
in terms of weapons being uncovered, hidden throughout his property. Turns out this guy 
had empty shell casings on his person. However getting back to your question you know, 
our nearest assisting unit [was] probably at least fifteen minutes out. 


We were committed to that situation. I believed that there was still a threat that maybe 
somebody else was in the garage, which we cleared out after we detained suspect Weber. 
So I think to have one of us detain him when he’s being uncooperative, I didn’t really get 
the sense we could handcuff him through the [garage door] slat. 


I’ve been in scenarios where I’ve handcuffed people on the other side of a chainlink fence 


and yeah, we make every effort to escort that person either around or over that fence safely. 
This situation did not allow us to do that. 
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Michael J. Spina, Ml 


On March 8, 2009, at 1707 hours, Deputy Spina was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Scott Hill and 
ТАВ Lieutenant Scott Brickert. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For further details 
regarding Deputy Spina’s interview, refer to the verbatim transcription of his interview included 
with this investigation. 


Deputy Spina is an eight-year veteran of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department. He was 
at Crescenta Valley Station and has remained there. He is currently 
. Deputy Sutphin was Deputy Spina’ MEN. She was not involved in this incident. 


Deputy Spina said; 


Roman Foss got a hold of me and told me that he was going to go check out this location. 
He had some intel that there was some kind of an abatement issue on a condemned house. 
Some people were possibly squatting and things like that. So he got in touch with me and 
said, “Hey, can you go up here with me.” It’s kind of, I don’t know if you’ve been up 
there yet, but it’s out of the way. It’s you know, it’s a good twenty, thirty minutes from 
where I would normally be. So he just kind of wanted me on standby in case something 
went down. 


[He] said, “Hey, let's 911B at the firehouse and we'll roll together." So we got together 
and we talked about you know, some tactics and how we wanted to approach the house and 
what not. So we rolled up and when we first got to the place we, there was a guy that kind 
of crossed the street, like working on his truck or something like that. There [were] a 
couple people, a male and a female like out toward the front of the house. We called them 
over to talk to them, find out what’s going on you know, if they’re supposed to be here and 
what not. 


They walked over and Deputy Foss’s partner, Deputy Rodriguez and I were detaining the 
three of them. While we were talking to them for a second, Deputy Foss I guess continued 
on toward the house and he heard some noises in the garage. 


All of a sudden I heard him say, “Let me see your hands, let me see your hands.” So you 
know, I immediately, me and him used to be partners, so I recognized that you know, he 
needed help. So I ran over and I saw the suspect standing like in the garage area. He’s 
ordering the suspect to show him his hands. The suspect keeps moving. Blades himself 
to us, puts his hands below the line where [I] couldn’t see his hands anymore. 


The suspect had like a large bulge like in his waistband area. So I drew my duty weapon 
you know. I started giving commands you know, “Let me see your hands, let me see your 
hands.” ...He kind of like dipped his right shoulder, like as if he was going to like kind of 
either go down below or pick up something off the ground. That’s when I advanced and 
grabbed his right arm. [I was] checking to make sure he doesn’t grab something or doesn’t 
come up with something or anything like that. 
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Deputy Foss also advanced on him and grabbed his left arm. So I pulled his right arm 
through the opening and I was controlling it and he’s still struggling a little bit, kind of 
trying to pull away and Deputy Foss had control of his left arm. And so from there we 
were kind of, I’m standing on top of the couch. There’s a couch in front of the garage and 
we’re trying to figure out okay, how are we going to safely gain control of this guy, 
because he’s still being resistive. 


And so we were kind of like looking at each other, trying to figure out what we would do. 
We didn’t see any other opening, like how to get in or out of the garage. We had briefly 
talked about possibly one of us trying to find an opening, but we didn’t want to leave our 
partner there to possibly get in a fight with this guy on their own. We were trying to find 
an out. So we decided the only course really was to guide him through the [garage door] 
opening, which [was] big enough for somebody to slide through. 


So we started to guide him through the opening. He came through and he went face down 
on the couch. Kind of, I don’t know how to describe this. I had his right arm and he came 
down toward Deputy Foss and laid face down on the couch. As I was putting him face 
down on the couch to handcuff him, he was able to free his right arm from my grasp and 
it went straight under his body, like where I had seen that bulge earlier. So at that point 
Iordered him again, “Hey, let me see your hands, give me your hands.” and he kept [them] 
under him. So I grabbed his right elbow and his right wrist. Reached under him, grabbed 
his right wrist, put him in a rear wrist lock and we handcuffed him at that point. 


Deputy Spina left Deputy Rodriguez alone when he ran to assist Deputy Foss. He was asked if 
he felt comfortable leaving her alone. He said, “When I left them, they all had their hands on the 
radio car. They were all cooperative.” He was asked, “Were they searched?” Deputy Spina 
responded, “That’s a good question. I don’t think so.” Deputy Spina described the three as 
“Tweakers.” 


Deputy Spina stated Deputy Rodriguez; 
Was not in view of the garage, but she was definitely within earshot. If she had called for 
us, we could have been there within seconds. 1 felt that the immediate threat was where 
Deputy Foss was at. He was by himself and I had no idea how many people he was 
dealing with.

On January 24, 2010, at 1703 hours, Deputy Rodriguez was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Scott 
Hill. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For further details regarding Deputy Rodriguez" 
interview, refer to the verbatim transcription of her interview included with this investigation. 
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Deputy Rodriguez is an eight-year veteran of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department. She 
was on MN 2t the time of this incident. She had been at Crescenta Valley Station for 
approximately one month. 


Deputy Rodriguez stated she was a J working with Deputy Foss on March 8, 2009. They 
drove to Purple Ridge Road to investigate possible squatters at the location. Upon their arrival, 
they saw one individual working on a car. They saw another individual, a female, who Deputy 
Rodriguez believed was a lookout. They detained both of these individuals. Deputy Spina 
remained with Deputy Rodriguez while Deputy Foss investigated the garage. 


IAB Note: Deputy Spina stated they detained three individuals. 


As they were detaining the two individuals, Deputy Rodriguez heard Deputy Foss yell out 
something to the effect “Let me see your hands.” After hearing this, Deputy Spina ran to where 
Deputy Foss was at. 


Deputy Rodriguez couldn’t remember if the individuals they were detaining had been searched. 


Deputy Rodriguez stated that from where she was standing she was unable to see what was going 
on at the garage regarding the use of force. 


Approximately 1% minutes after hearing the yelling, Deputies Foss and Spina escorted Suspect 
Weber to the vehicle. 


Deputy Rodriguez stated that while she was detaining the individuals her weapon was drawn. She 
confirmed that she had ordered one of the suspects not to look toward the garage. She did this 
because she thought the person might try to evade her.

He lllo described Suspect Weber 
as “Someone I know." He (| stated Suspect Weber had been invited to help clean the 
property. He described Suspect Weber as, “A transient that scraps, like a junk guy.” didn’t 
know how Suspect Weber got to the property, he knew he arrived sometime after he EI.
